Every  day  the  decision  is  made  by  so iceone  as  to  whether 
or  not  to  buy  a  computer,  There  are  so  many  available 
that  it  takes  a  lot  of  information  to  decide  i^hich  one 
is  the  best  for  the  purpose.  The  following  is  compiled 
frci  many  sources,  particularly  cosputer  magazines'  and 
books  and  is  presumed  to  be  an  average  consensus. 

The  first  consideration  is  “micro*  versus  "sini * 
computers.  There  is  no  sell  larked  dividing  line  but 
minicomputers  are  generally  considered  as  those 
designed  for  business  use,  and  generally  consist  of  a 
complete  system.  These  run  from  about  $3000  on  up.  Me 
will  not  consider  them  in  this  discussion. 

Microcomputers  run  from  less  than  $1»  to  the  3  or  4 
thousand  dollar  region.  It  is  difficult  to  classify 
the  top  computers  as  mini. or  micro  since  this  will 
depend  upon  the  desires  of  the  purchaser.  Remember 
that  the  inexpensive  micros  are  not  complete.  You  have 
to  furnish  a  TV  set  for  the  monitor,  and  other  per¬ 
ipherals  for  storage.  One  should  investigate  whether 
or  not  general  units  can  be  used  with  the  computer. 
For  example,  suppose  you  wish  to  add  a  disk  unit  and 
you  find  that  your  computer  will  accept  only  one 
specific  type  which  is  made  by  the  computer  company  and 
which  costs  twice  as  such  as  any  other  disk  drive. 
Remember  that  the  low  price  is  the  starter;  if  you 
realv  want  a  computer  you  have  to  buy  a  lot  of 
additional  equipment. 

There  are  at  least  five  general  factors  which  should  be 
considered  when  purchasing  a  computer.  These  are  dis¬ 
cussed  as  follows: 

MEMORY;  How  much  memory  does  the  unit  contain  for 
storing  programs  and  doing  the  dob?  The  cheaper  units 
have  about  4K  (that's  four  thousand  characters)  and  the 
higher  units  can  contain  48K  (which  is  almost  50,000 
characters)  or  more.  Not  all  of  this  is  available  for 
files  and  operating  since  the  operating  system  and 
program  being  used  will  reduce  the  storage  available 
for  operations.  Many  finis  provide  tor  adding 
additional  memory  after  you  ave  purchased  the  bare 
unit.  Inquire  as  to  the  cost  of  additional  memory. 
You  might  not  think  you  need  it  when  you  buy  the  unit 
but  after  use,  you  will  probably  want  sore, 

EXTERNAL  MEH0RY/ST0RA8E;  Mbit  type  of  external  storage 
is  provided  for  the  unit?  Remember  you  must  provide' it 
for  the  cheaper  units,  A  tape  recorder  is  the  first 
choice  for  the  inexpensive  units,  but  it  should  have  a 
counter  for  maximum  use.  Next  comes  disk  drives.  If 
the  mini  does  not  come  with  disk  drives,  can  they  be 
added?  Many  cheaper  units  do  not  provide  for  disk 
drives  even  if  you  want  to  add  them  later,  and  some 
require  a  specific  one.  Of  course,  the  higher  priced 
units  all  come  with  disk  drives  or  they  can  be  added 
later. 

A  particularly  important  consideration  is  whether  or 
not  you  desire  a  printer.  Printers  are  available  in 
the  dot -matrix  and  impact  type.  The  dot  matrix 
printers  form  the  letters  from  dots  an  cannot  sake 
curves  on  letters  so  the  printing  mill  look  like 
typing.  The  impact  type,  of  course  resembles  a  type¬ 
writer,  Dot-matrix  printers  run  from  about  $300  up. 
The  most  common  ones  run  in  the  $400-600  range.  In  the 
impact  types,  Daisy  Mheel  printers  are  available  from 
about  $611  up.  The  lower  priced  ones  are  slow,  very 


slow  in  fact.  As  you  go  higher  in  price  printers  are 
available  that  will  print  a  whole  page  in  less  that 
one  minute  with  good  letter  quality  printing,  but  look 
for  a  price  from  $1500  up,  up, up. 

Another  consideration  for  amateur  use  is  an  interface 
for  Teletype  use.  The  serial  device  available  is  cal¬ 
led  the  R3-232  which  is  a  unit  (used  with  interfaces) 
for  RTTY  on  the  amateur  bands,  although  soma  interfaces 
have  the  features  built  in.  There  are  soee  interfaces 
that  cost  less  than  $100  which  permit  both  sending  and 
receiving,  ad  many  will  also  handle  Morse  code.  If  you 
.are  planning  on  using  a  cosputer  for  RTTY,  beware  of 
the  RFI,  Some  will  produce  so  much  RFI  that  you  can't 
use  them  for  RTTY;  others  are  fairly  quiet, 

MONITOR:  Many  computers  c ssme  with  color.  Many  say 
that  a  computer  with  a  color  screen  is  basically 
designed  for  games;  That  company  computers  do  not  use 
color,  If  there  was  some,  advantage  for  business  mrkf 
color  monitors  would  be  supplied*  The  resolution  of. a 
color  screen  does  not  pern!  small  letters  with  the 
result  that  almost  any  color  ionitor  will  have  fewer 
letters  to. the  line.  As  an  example  the  Apple  (color) 
has  Only  40  letters  to  the  line  where  the  TRS-B0  Models, 
I  and  III  have64  (black  and  white).  Investigate  the 
line  length  on  the  cheaper  computers;  you  will  find 
that  some  are  only  20  lines  across.  Also,  remember 
that  all  that  color  has  to  be  stored  in  memory  that 
would  be  available  for  black  and  white,  only.  The 
display  of  the  unit  should  be  carefully  considered  and 
you  should  see  it  before  purchasing, 

PR08RAMS:  Probably  this  is  the  most  important  feature 
to  investigate.  Mithout  a  program  the  computer  is 
worthless.  Sometime  programs  are  available  in  vey 
limited  quantity.  The  minis,  of  the  higher  priced 
variety,  using  disk  units  ,  have  many  popular  programs 
available,  many  of  them  written  by  the  owners  and  are 
in  the  public  domain  and  can  be  given  or  swapped  with¬ 
out  copyright  infringement.  Some  computers  require 
that  you  buy  the  programs  in  cartridge  form  and  you  are 
stuck:  on  some  you  can't  even  program  it  yourself. 
Look  for  publications  devoted  to  makes  of  computers. 
One  brand  has  at  last  six  national  publications  devoted 
specifically  to  it,  and  these  magazines  contain  pro¬ 
grams  that  can  be  typed  and  run.  This  is  far  ahead  of 
any  other  make.  So,  be  sure  programs  are  available  at 
a  reasonable  cost  for  the  computer. 

Another  factor  for  radio  amateurs;  computer  schedules. 
There are  a  number  of  computer  nets  on  the  air  and 
these  are  a  source  of  important  information.  If  you 
plan  to  buy  an  expensive  program,  almost  always  someone 
is  available  for  discussion.  Suppose  you  wish  to 
change  a  program  slightly?  wweane  can  tell  you  how. 
And,  perhaps  you  can  help  someone  else  along. 

REPAIR  SERVICE?  Finally,  what  happens  when  the 
computer  won't  work?  Can  you  obtain  repairs  within  a 
reasonable  distance  and  at  a  reasonable  price?  Can  you 
take  it  yourself  and  wait  for  it  to  be  repaired,  or  do 
you  send  it  to  so m  shop  clear  across  country,  paying 
for  transportation  and  insurance,  both  coming  and 
going.  Obviously  it  you  can  take  it  to  a  shop  locally, 
it  is  far  better  than  sending  it  someplace. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  considerations  to  look  for 
when  deciding  what  computer  to  purchase.  There  are 
several  other  factors  necessary  for  a  particular 
individual  and  there  should  be  carefully  considered.

2  HEJER  FR  TO  GET  SPACED  GUI 

ARRL  Bulletin  Number  30  dated  April  18,  1983 

Astronaut  Owen  Garriott,  H5LFL,  will  operate  an  aaateur 
radio  station  aboard  the  next  space  shuttle  eission, 
scheduled  for  September  1983,  On  April  is,  NASA  of¬ 
ficially  approved  a  joint  ARRL/AMSAT  proposal  to  in¬ 
clude  an  amateur  station  aboard  the  STS  9/Spacelab 
flight.  The  joint  ARRL/AMSAT  proposal  calls  for  ARRL 
to  furnish  the  special  amateur  radio  equipment  for  use 
on  the  shuttle,  and  to  organize  and  coach  amateurs  in 
procedures  for  rapid  and  efficient  communications  with 
the  shuttle.  This  operation,  which  will  be  on  2  aeter 
FR  sill  mark  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  space 
exploration  the  the  genera!  public  will  be  able  to 
communicate  directly  with  an  astronaut  in  orbit. 
Details  will  be  forthcoming  in  SST, 


ARRL  Bulletin  Ember  31  dated  April  20,  1983 

On  April  15,  the  FCC  released  a  Public  Notice  updating 
the  Amateur  Radio  Station  Call  Sign  Assignment  System, 
The  Notice  says  the  Commission  does  not  intend  to 
reissue  unassigned  call  signs  in  the  foreseeable 
future.  It  extends  to  two  years  the  time  in  which  an 
expired  call  sign  can  be  renewed,  and  during  which  an 
expired  secondary  call  sign  can  be  transfered  to  a 
priaary  license.  Finally,  it  sets  forth  a  new  prefix 
block  for  Desecheo  Island,  now  KPS. 
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ARRL  bulletin  Nr.  33  April  23,  1983 

The  ARRL  Beard  of  Directors  set  in  Hartford,  CT,  April 
21  and  22,  193.  The  Board  after  extensive  discussion, 
considering  the  overwheaing  opposition  of  league 
members  to  the  no  code  license,  and  finding  little 
evidence  that  the  requireaent  for  a  knowledge^  aorse 
code  is  a  significant  barrier  to  entry  into  Aaateur 
Radio,  unanimously  voted  to  file  coaaents  with  the  FCC 
opposing  in  the  strongest  possible  aanner  aanner  the 
creation  of  an  aaateur  license  class  that  does  not 
require  deaonstration  of  knowledge  of  the  aorse  code. 
The  Board  adopted  the  position  statement,  which  is  the 
subject  of  ARRL  Bulletin  32. 

In  other  regulatory  aatters,  the  Board  directed  that 
favorable  coaaents  be  filed  in  the  FCC  proposal  to 
establish  li  year  licese  teres  and  2  year  grace 
periods.  The  Board  reaffiraed  it  support  of  the  hf 
phone  band  expansion  proposed  by  FCC  for  the  80,  15  and 
10  meter  bands  which  is  consistent  with  the  ARRL 
proposal  as  outlined  on  page  51  of  October  1982  8ST. 

The  Board  approved  a  revitalization  plan  for  the 
intruder  watch  and  adopted  the  recoaaedation  of  VRAC 
that  2  seter  splinter  repeater  channels  be  upright  east 
of  the  continental  divide  to  be  phased  in  over  a  five 
year  period.  It  was  voted  that  memorandums  of 
understanding  be  effected  between  the  League  and  the 
National  Communications  Systen  and  REACT  respectively. 

Plans  were  approved  for  a  more  continuous  Washington  DC 
presence,  and  eventual  autonoay  of  the  CRRL  over  a 
five  year  period,  fin  ARRL  Scholarship  endowment  fund 
honoring  senator  Barry  H.  Goldwater,  K7U6A  was 

established.  -  A  pilot  prograa  to  hold  general 

ARRL  membership  aeetings  at  the  1983  and  1984  ARRL 
National  Conventions  was  adopted.  Directors  Orauer, 
Holladay,  Hilius,  and  Nathason  were  elected  to  the  ARRL 
Executive  Coaaittee,

ARRL  Bulletin  NR  32  April  22,  1983 

Follows  a  suaaary  of  the  ARRL  Board  of  Directors 
position  on  Docket  83  28,  the  so  called  no  code  docket. 

1.  The  Board  initially  registered  opposition  to  the 
concept  of  a  codeless  license  when  it  was  first  raised, 
citing  aaateur  opinion  disclosed  by  the  LRPC  Florida 
State  survey. 

2.  Following  issuance  of  Docket  83  28,  and  up  to  the 
time  of  this  Board  aeeting,  ARRL  has  maintained  an 
essentially  neutral  stance,  editorially,  in 
correspondence  and  discussions.  ARRL  leadership,  to 
this  point,  hs  refrained  froa  atteapts  to  direct  or 
prejudice  aeabership  response. 

3.  Nesbership  opinion  continues  to  be  overwhelmingly 
opposed  to  dropping  the  code  requireaent.  Any 
tolerance  for  a  no  code  license  appears  to  arise  acre 
froa  acceptance  of  its  presumed  inevitability  than 
acknowledgaent  of  any  intrinsic  benefits  perceived  tor 
the  Aaateur  Radio  Service. 

4.  Board  discussions  in  depth  have  let  to  the 
conclusion  that  no  satisfactory  cosproaise  formula  for 
a  codeless  license  can  be  established  in  the 


foreseeable  future.  Considering  the  obligation  of  the 
Aaateur  Radio  Service  to  its  public  service  and 
commitments  and  disciplined  use  of  the  radio  spectrum, 
the  Board  has  no  alternative  but  to  reject  the 
proposal. 

5.  The  Board  is  keenly  aware  of  the  desirability  of 
encouraging  aore  people,  particularly  young  persons  to 
join  the  ranks  of  Aaateur  Radio.  It  is  only  the  aethod 
proposed  by  the  Commission  that  is  unacceptable.  For 
its  part  the  Board  will  continue  to  seek  to  improve  and 
extend  ARRL  programs  to  reach  and  support  the  entry  of 
newcoaers  to  Aaateur  Radio. 

Therefore,  the  ARRL  Board  of  Directors  aeeting  in 
annual  session  in  Hartford,  CT  on  April  21  and  22, 
1933,  has  adopted  the  following  resolution. 

Nhereas,  the  FCC  has  proposed  in  Docket  83  28  a 
significant  revision  in  the  structure  of  the  Aaateur 
Service  by  introducing  a  new  class  of  code  free  Aaateur 
license  and 

Nhereas,  the  League  shares  the  objective  of  encouraging 
and  facilitating  the  entry  into  the  aaateur  ranks  of 
additional  persons,  especially  bright  young  persons, 
but  has  found  little  evidence  that  the  requirement  for 
a  knowledge  of  aorse  code  is  a  significant  .......  to 

such  entry  and 

Nhereas,  the  League  Officers,  Directors  and  staff  have 
reviewed  the  impact  of  a  new  license  class  upon  the 
volunteer  examination  program  proposed  in  Docket  83  27, 
and 

Nhereas,  The  League,  conscious  of  the  significant 
contributations  aade  by  an  Aaateur  Radio  Service  which 
is  composed  of  highly  qualified  and  highly  motivated 
individuals,  is  concerned  that  there  be  no  further 
reduction  in  the  long  established  entry  standards, 

And  Therefore,  be  it  resolved  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  ARRL  in  annual  aeeting  assembled  that  the 
General  Hanager  is  directed  to  prepare  for  filing  by 
counsel  coasents  in  the  Batter  of  Docket  83  28  stating 
in  the  strongest  possible  aanner  the  opposition  of  the 
League  to  the  creation  of  an  Aaateur  license  class  that 
does  not  require  demonstration  of  a  knowledge  of  the 
aorse  code. 

A  forthcoming  NSfiH  bulletin  will  detail  other  aatters 
considered  by  the  ARRL  Board  AR 


The  above  bulletins  received  by  K9EN  just  before  this 
issue  was  ready  to  print.  Hope  that  the  copy  is  all  ok 
as  there  were  seveal  misprints  on  the  Teletype  copy 
received. 

The  issue  of  no  code  licenses  puts  the  ARRL  Board  in  a 
very  tough  position.  If  the  Board  had  backed  down  from 
their  opposition  to  the  no  code  license  they  would  have 
lost  the  support  of  many  of  the  League  members.  Their 
continued  opposition  may  leave  them  little  room  for 
further  negotiations  with  the  FCC  who  has  said  that  the 
license  will  be  created,  with  or  without  the  League’s 
blessing. 

It  is  like  being  between  "A  rock  and  A  hard  place". 

Hy  congratulations  to  the  Board  on  their  courage  in 
taking  such  a  strong  position.  -k9en
